Suicide’s Warning 

Suicides are increasing with alarming swiftness. 
Yet it should not surprise us, for men are increasingly 
abandoning themselves to every offer of sin and Satan 
—and finding these increasingly disappointing. “He 
that hath not the Son of God hath not life.” With- 
cut Christ, life is not worth living; it is but a counter- 
feit of the only satisfying and eternal life; so men and 
women and even children are taking into their own 
hands the awful responsibility of passing from this 
world to the next. Doubtless many suicides think 


they are stepping into oblivion and annihilation; they 


have an unspeakably terrible awakening. Several of 
the greatest business leaders of Europe and America 
have committed 2 within the past year. Kreuger, 
the “match king,” ‘killed himself in order to escape 
the criminal shame ‘that is now attached to his name 
through the amazing disclosure of his forgeries and 
business infamy that have brought heavy financial 
losses to nations and individuals on both sides of the 


_ Atlantic.. Eastman, the head of the great kodak and 


film business, big-hearted philanthropist though he was, 
left behind a statement that he had nothing more to 
live for. Most tri of all was the recent suicide of 
the well-known missionaries to Japan, Horace Cole- 
man and his wife, with their twenty-year-old son. Mr. 
Coleman was the representative in Tokio of the 
World’s Sunday School Association at the time of 
the Convention there in 1920. It was well known that 
these missionaries were not evangelical believers; the 
newspaper report of their suicide said they had be- 
come “imbued with Japanese philosophy which, in’ a 
multitude of circumstances, makes suicide a praise- 
worthy act.” Statistics show that the “suicide curve” 
has risen rapidly since 1926 in New York City, reach- 


ing 22 for each 100,000 last year. It is reported that 
there are about 1,600 suicides in New York each year, 
or an average of four a day. The average percentage 
for more than 150 American cities was but a trifle 
less. But in Berlin the percentage is almost twice 
as great. God tells us that the time is coming (and 
doubtless coming soon) when men will try to commit 
suicide and be unable. “And in those days shall men 
seek death, afd shall not find it; and shall desire to 
die, and death shall flee from them” (Rev. 9:6). 
Today, while it is yet day, God is calling upon men to 
turn to Christ as their Saviour and be delivered from 
these tragedies and horrors both here and hereafter.

Better Than Lighting His Pipe 

It is popular to ridicule tracts. Or rather, people 
who are “always handing out tracts” come in for the 
ridicule. But, God be praised, this fact has never yet 
put an end to this simple but miracle-working minis- 
try. There are many people in Heaven today who 
used to ridicule tracts and tract-givers and who are 
now praising God for them. The Keswick Calendar 
has ‘told of one such experience. A man named E. J. 
Kennedy, years ago, was handed a tract by a man 
named George Arrowsmith. The tract was entitled 
“Tonight or Never.” Kennedy took it with a laugh, 
saying, “Oh, well, it will do to light my pipe.” Be- 
ing. wakeful that night he “rose to get something 
out of his pockets, came on the tract; and for lack 
of anything else to do, he read it. The true, tragic 
story it contained arrested him, and he did not sleep 
till he had the peace of God in his heart, with the 
assurance of salvation.” The little tract had served 
tie better purpose than lighting Kennedy’s pipe; it had 

hted his life—for time and eternity. He became 
the General Secretary of the London Central Y. M.

Can Rome’s Curse Be Lifted ? 


Fascism is attempting to remove a blight of more 
than two thousand years. Mussolini has undertaken 
to reclaim the barren lands of the Pontine Marshes, 
known as the Roman Campagna, The Dawn has a 
startlingly interesting comment on this. It quotes an 
extended statement from the London Times. “Lying 
almost at the very gates of Rome, known to possess 
great natural wealth of soil, rich alike in history and 
in tradition, the Pontine Marshes . . . have for over 
2,000 years defeated all the efforts of republican Rome, 
of the imperial Czsars, and of the Popes to drain this 
fertile but fever-stricken fenland. The reclamation 
begun in 1927 is on a bold scale. The area being 
restored to healthy and profitable occupation is some 
200,000 acres in extent, and the total cost of the scheme 
is estimated at 600,000,000 lire (over $30,000,000).” 
Mr. Panton, Editor of The Dawn, makes this signifi- 
cant comment: “It is of absorbing interest to watch 
this experiment. From an unknown date, and for 
no known natural reason, the blight of God (Psa. 107:

Throughout all the centuries of the Czsars 
and the Popes the blight of the Campagna has never 
lifted.”- The Psalm quoted tells us that God turns

_ The Critics Give Us Their Bible 


so-calied “American Translation of the. Bible.” 

The title of. this monumental work is: “The 
Bible: An American Translation.”1 But the public 
ought to know that the work is neither “The Bible” 
nor a translation of the accredited text of the original 
Scriptures. It is an English statement by the so- 
called translators, not of what they find the original 
text to say, but what they think it would be better to 
Say. That is, they have given us a translation of the 
text as edited, revised, and “corrected” by the Higher 
Critics. Many of the destructive views of the critics 
have thus been introduced into this alleged translation 
of the Bible.

lation affects the opening verses of the Book of Gene- 
sis, which are rendered thus: 


When God began to create the heavens and the 
earth, the earth was a desolate waste, with dark- 
ness covering the abyss and a tempestuous wind 
raging over the surface of the waters. Then God - 
said, 
This rendering is not new, nor is it impossible. But 
it is neither natural nor probable. It differs from the 
familiar rendering —‘“In the beginning God created 
the heavens and the earth’ —chiefly in that it sug- 
gests, even asserts, that matter was coeternal with 
God. Thus at the very outset this translation chal- 
lenges the great Biblical doctrine that God created 
all things out of nothing by the word of his power. 
It makes him the architect, not the Creator, of the 
world. How differently this critics’ Bible begins as 
compared with the majestic music of the Authorized 
Version. 

Turn to the marvelous “protevangelium,” or the 
Gospel-in-advance, predicted and revealed by God him- 
self in the garden of Eden as he pronounced judgment 
upon the serpent for having led to the fall of man. 
We know the familiar, terrible, but precious words 
in Genesis 3:45: 

And I will put. enmity between thee and the 
woman, and between thy seed and her seed; it shall 
bruise thy head, and thou shalt bruise his heel. 


The American Translation puts a knife into the 
blood atonement, the deity of Christ, and the virgin 
birth, making this passage read: 

I will put enmity between you andthe woman, 
And between your posterity and hers; 
They shall attack you in the head, « 
And “you shall attack them.in the heel. 
s perversion of the Scripture brings -the narra- 
aie to harmony with the mythological interpretation 
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which sees in this passage an explanation of man’s 
instinctive aversion to snakes; but it also makes it 
flatly contradict the Messianic interpretation given by 
Paul: “Now to Abraham and his seed were the 
promises made. He saith not, And to seeds, as of 
many ; but as of one, And to thy seed, which is Christ” 
(Gal, 3: 16). 

Some of the new translations in the American work 
give meanings to words which are demanded by higher 
critical theories but which find no warrant in the text 
itself. Thus the record in Genesis 28:11, that Jacob 
in his journey from Beer-sheba toward Haran “lighted 
upon a certain place, and tarried there all night, be- 
cause the sun was set,” is changed to read: “Reaching 
a certain sanctuary, he spent the night there.” As we 
read on we are told that Jacob “took one of the stones 
in the sanctuary, and using it for a pillow, he lay down 
in that sanctuary.” Then he had his dream of the 
ladder between earth and—not Heaven, but — “the 
sky.” 

Now why the change from the word “place” to 
“sanctuary”? Simply because many critics believe that 
Jacob went to a well-known Canaanite shrine where 
there was a sacred stone (or stones) in which the 
numen or local deity resided. By sleeping with his 
head on such a sacred stone the worshiper expected, 
by the process called incubation, to receive a dream 
message from its divine inhabitant. Such an inter- 
pretation of the narrative,.as implied by the American 
Translation, puts the religion of the Hebrew patriarchs 
on a level with the crude animism of darkest Africa 
today. This theory, of course, is not taught in the 
Old Testament narrative, which intimates clearly that 
Jacob slept in the open field because he reached the 
vicinity of Luz at sunset too late to enter the city 
to spend the night. It is read into the translation be- 
cause such a translation fits into the view of the critics 
that the religion of Israel started at a very low level 
and only gradually developed or evolved to higher 
and more spiritual forms. 

Words are toned down which evangelical Christians 
know are full of rich meaning. Thus “virgin” in Isa- 
jah 7:14 is changed to “young woman,” —this claim 
of the higher critics, in their attempt to deny that this 
passage is a prophecy of the virgin. birth of Christ, 
was thoroughly exposed by Dr. Robert Dick Wilson 
in his scholarly discussion of the meaning of the He- 
brew word alma correctly translated “virgin.” 

Similarly in the One Hundred and Tenth Psalm the 
glorious promise of the eternal priesthood of the Mes- 
siah is toned down to, “You shall be a priest for 
life.” 

One of the most shocking, even blasphemous ren- 
derings in this emasculated substitute for a Bible is 
in that marvelous prophecy given to Isaiah: 


For unto us a child is born, unto us a son is 
given: and the government shall be upon his shoul- 
der: and his name shall be called Wonderful, 
Counsellor, The mighty God, The everlasting 
Father, The Prince of Peace. 


The American Translation changes “The mighty God” 
to “Godlike hero.” 

The text of the Old Testament is changed when 
the translator feets that he can improve upon it. Such 
‘Gmprovement” is sometimes a flagrant rejection of 
the inspired prophecy. : Take, for example, one of the 
precious Messianic prophecies which foretells the union 
of the priestly and royal prerogatives in the person 
of the Messiah, as given in Zechariah 6:12, 13. This 
passage describes the symbolic crowning of Joshua, 
the high priest, in prophecy of “the man whose name 
is The BRANCH,” and this prophetic Scripture tells 
us that “Even he [that is, the Messiah] shall bui'd 
the temple of the Lord; and he shall bear the glory, 
and shall sit and rule upon his throne; and he shall 
be a priest upon his throne: and the counsel of peace 
shall be between them both.” The American Trans- 
lation deliberately changes the text to get rid of the 
prophecy, and makes this passage read, instead of the 
words “and he shall be a priest upon his throne,” as 
follows: “And Joshua, the priest, shall be on his right 
hand.” The word “Joshua” is not in the text, but the 
—— changes the text and perverts the inspired 

ord. 

What of the work on the New Testament in this 
radical volume? A conservative student, after reading 
it, remarked to a well-known New Testament scholar 
that this translation did not seem to be nearly as 
radical as he had expected; whereupon the other man 
replied that he did not think anything could be much 
more radical than to take the Gospel out of the New 
Testament. And that is just what we have when Dr. 
Goodspeed is through with the God-breathed records. 

For the great Reformation doctrine of justification 
by faith is attacked, indeed expunged, in this strange 
substitute for the New Testament which is called an 
American Translation. The Greek verb dikaioo, 
properly rendered “justify” in the Authorized and 
Revised Versions in two score of passages, is given 
an entirely different meaning in the new translation 
by the expression “make upright.” Thus the great and 
precious assurance in Romans 5:1, “Therefore being 


justified by faith, we have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ,” 


is changed to read: 


THE SUNDAY SCHOOL TIMES 


So as we have been made upright by faith, tet us 
rete in peace with God through our Lord Jesus 
hrist. 


The declaration concerning God, “that he might be 
just, and the justifier of him which believeth in Jesus” 
{Rom. 3:26), is changed to read: “and show that 
he is upright himself, and that he makes those who 
have faith in Jesus upright also.” Particularly glar- 
ing and far-fetched is the mistranslation of this word 
in Romans 4:5, the true rendering of which is such 
an amazing declaration of the wonder of God’s grace 
that “to him that worketh not, but believeth on him 
that justifieth the ungodly, his faith is counted for 
righteousness.” But the Bible of the critics tells us 
that “a man who has no work to offer, but has faith 
in him who can make the ungodly upright, has his 
faith credited to him as uprightness.” 

As these and many other passages show, Goodspeed 
twists the meaning of the Greek verb dikaioo so as to 
make it causative in its force rather than declarative. 
Every exegete of reputation recognizes that the verb 
is declarative rather than causative. It is a moral- 
forensic term. Even Sanday, in his Commentary on 
Romans in the International Critical Commentary, 
himself of the critical school, says that the verb means 
properly “to pronounce righteous.” “It has relation 
to a verdict pronounced by a judge. In so far as the 
person ‘pronounced righteous’ is not really righteous 
it has the sense of ‘amnesty’ or ‘forgiveness.’ But it 
cannot mean to ‘make righteous.’ There may be other 
influences which go to make a person righteous, but 
they are not -contained, or even hinted at, in the 
word.” 

The late Dr. Griffith Thomas showed plainly the 
true meaning of justification in the following state- 
ment: “The Greek for our English word ‘justify’ 
means to reckon as righteous. It is quite easy to reckon 
righteous one who is actually righteous, for anyone 
could do that: it would be simply acquitting a man 
against whom no accusation could be made. But the 
Gospel speaks of the glory and wonder of God’s grace 
in justifying ‘the ungodly,’ a very different matter.” 

A violent instance of Goodspeed’s wrong rendering 
of this verb “justified” is in 1 Corinthians 6:11, the 
Scripture of which declares concerning those who 
were thieves, covetous, drunkards, etc., “but ye are 
washed, but ye are sanctified, but ye are justified in 
the name of the Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit of our 
God.” Goodspeed differs with the Scripture and says, 
“you have become upright.” Yet where Christ is the 
subject, Goodspeed shows the characteristic inconsis- 
tency of the American Translation by rendering the 
verb, not “made upright,” but “vindicated’;~thus in 
1 Timothy 3: 16: 


He was revealed in flesh, 
He was vindicated by the Spirit. 


Another reprehensible failure of the Translation to 
give English readers the meaning of the original is 
in its avoiding the translation “worship” when the 
verb takes the Lord Jesus Christ as its object; the 
same verb, however, is translated “worship” when God 
is the object, and when Satan, demons, or images 
are the object of false worship. ~ But not in a single 
one of the fourteen New Testament passages where 
this verb refers to the Lord Jesus does Goodspeed 
translate it “worship.” Can there be any doubt as to 
the ominous significance of this perversion of the 
Word? 

Paut tells us that the Lord said to him, “My grace 
is sufficient for thee: for my strength is made perfect 
in weakness.” Dr. Goodspeed corrects Paul and ex- 
plains that what the Lord really said was: 


My favor is enough for you, for only where 
there is weakness is perfect strength developed. 


Enough has been said to show the almost unbe- 
lievably destructive character of this new work of 
men’s hands. From the standpoint merely of literary 
quality and values, also, the translation is vitally de- 
fective, a travesty, almost a burlesque, of the glorious 
English of the King James Version. A newspaper 
writer in the Kansas City Times said a stinging thing 
about this in an article with the headline “A Bible 
of No Majesty”: 


Smith, translator of the Old Testament, changes 
“Thou shalt not kill” to “You must not commit 
murder.” No, no. You must not steal, either. 
The texrible injunction of the King James Version, 
aged for three centuries to the flavor of thunder 
and lightning, has been supplanted by a slap on the 
wrist. 


Dr. Allis is right when he says that the reader 
cannot but be impressed with the fact that “the com- 
pelling reason for a new translation of the Old Testa- 
ment lies not in the archaic phraseology of the ver- 
sion of 1611 but in the doctrinal implications of this 
phraseology which are unacceptable to. the ‘modern’ 
mind. And since we believe that this archaic phrase- 
ology has been singularly successful in expressing 
the thought of the still more archaic origin, we are 
loath to see modern phrasing made the occasion and 
~~ pretext for altering the meaning of that orig- 
ina 
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Should Christians Be Asked to Surrender ? 


I have read your “Message to Defeated Christians” 
in the May number of the Moody Bible Institute 
Monthly. Good teaching — good points — ought to 
help many a sincere believer to overcome the world.

The Standard Dictionary defines the word “sur- 
render” as follows: 


“I. To yield possession of to another upon com- 
pulsion or demand or under pressure of a superior 
force: give up, especially to an enemy in warfare, 
as to surrender an army or a fort. 


“II. To give up oneself or something in one’s con- 
trol into the power of another, especially to an enemy 
in wartime.” 


The word does not occur once in our English Bible, 
and yet this military term is an indispensable word 
(apparently) among nearly all Bible teachers. 


Andrew Murray wrote “Absolute Surrender.” A. 
B. Simpson and even McConkey used it. And of 
course you do also. 


And I hate the word when used in this connection. 
Is God dealing with rebels to demand absolute sur- 
render? Or is he as Father winning his children to 
a life of blessed trust and obedience as a reasonable 
service in view of all his mercies? 


Surrender! I wish Bible teachers would use the 
words that the Holy Spirit uses (1 Cor. 2:13, R. V.). 
.—A Colorado reader. 


All who have yielded themselves to the Saviour who 


‘gave himself for us will agree with this Denver Chris- 


tian that “a life of blessed trust and obedience as a 
reasonable service’ is what we gladly give to our 
Lord in view of all his mercies. But there are good 
reasons why consecrated and Spirit-filled men like 
Andrew Murray do not agree with him in his aversion 
to the word “surrender,” but use the word as express- 
ing both our duty and our privilege in relation to the 
Lord Jesus. 

First of all, the New Testament uses words which 
are accurately translated by the English word “sur- 
render.” The two most direct passages are in Ro- 
mans 6: 13, translated in the old version, “Yield your- 
selves unto God”; and in Romans 12:1, “Present your 
bodies a living sacrifice.” The word translated “yield” 
in Romans 6:13 and “present” in Romans 12:1 is a 
Greek word that means, among. other things, to sur- 
render or submit, and it is actually used of one army 
laying down its arms before an enemy. Weymouth 
therefore is quite correct in translating Romans 6: 13, 
“Surrender your very selves unto God.” 

The English word “render” is used a number of 
times in the New Testament, and this is closely linked 
in etymology with the word “surrender.” Both in the 
Latin and in the Greek, the original idea in this and 
similar words is the thought of “give” or “give up.” 
Such a word is used of our Lord Jesus who “gave 
himself up” for us (Eph. 5: 2, 25). 

Even though the word “surrender” is used as a 
military term, it may be used of spiritual things, just 
as other military terms are used. Paul rejoiced to 
call himself a bondslave of the Lord Jesus, even 
though from another point of view we are friends 
and not slaves (John 15:15). A Christian might say 
that he hated the word “slave” to be used in connec- 
tion with his relation to the Lord. But it is only cer- 
tain characteristics of the relationship of slavery which 
are used in a figurative way and applied to spiritual 
truth. In somewhat the same way this military word 

“surrender” may be used, for it is indeed true that 
we give ourselves over to the control of another, 
becoming his bondslave,— “love slave” it is true, but 
nevertheless completely surrendered to him. 

A third reason may be added for the use of this 
word “surrender.” Will not every Christian heart 
acknowledge that there was a time when he was an 
enemy, a rebel against God? There are Christians 
who do not remember the time when they did not 
look to Christ as Saviour and Lord, but they do re- 
member times when they were rebellious children and 
did need to surrender to the loving control of him 
who died for us rebels that he might bring us back to 
God in complete surrender. “For if, when we were 
enemies, we were reconciled to God by the death of 
his Son, much more, being reconciled, we shall be 
saved by his life’ (Rom. 5: 10). 

Let us, then, be sure that we have taken the atti- 
tude toward our Lord expressed in the word “sur- 
render.” And let us make surrender complete by faith, 
believing that our Lord has accepted the yielded life 
and is keeping us. It is one of the glorious Christian 
paradoxes that the first step toward victory is “sur- 
render.” To be conquerors we must first be con- 
quered. 
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Striking statements of well-known 
scientists against evolution 








Is Evolution a Scientific Fact? 
By Arthur I. Brown, M.D., C.M., F.R.C.S.(Ed.) 














Dear FRIEND: 


I am pleased to have this opportunity of giving you 
some information’ concerning evolution—fagts that 
I am sure you do not know. ; 

In the first place, you are under a grave misappre- 
hension when you suggest that Christianity is a “re- 
ligion based on such absolute principles that the ad- 
vancement of science endangers its very life” —to 
quote your own words. You know, of course, what 
“science” is. The dictionary defines it as “KNOWLEDGE 
gained and verified by exact observation and correct 
thinking.” 

Now, whatever we may think about the theory of 
evolution, it has not yet attained to the status of 
proved fact— which is science. Speaking before the 
American Chemical Society, Professor Millikan said: 
“The regrettable feature of this whole discussion is 
that certain scientists are trying to prove the theory 
of evolution, which no scientist can do.” : 

If it cannot be proved, evolution’ must remain in 
the realm of supposition, and outside the domain of 
science. There is no conflict between the Bible or 
Christianity and science, because truth cannot contra- 
dict itself. I make the statement, which I believe can- 
not be successfully contradicted, that evolution is a 
theory not supported by scientific facts. The Bible 
and evolution do disagree, but that in no way lessens 
the authority or validity of the Bible. Rather, it puts 
this popular doctrine on the defensive and challenges 
it to produce evidence —not opinions. Christianity is 
in no danger whatever from the findings of true sci- 
ence. The Life of Christianity is Christ, the Creator 
and Originator of all science, infinitely above and be- 
yond the criticisms of erring, finite man. 


Are Evolutionists Governed by Intelligence? 


I note that you are, like the great majority of stu- 
dents, much influenced by the fiats of those who are 
supposed to speak with authority on this subject. I 
will show you that there is not only an astonishing 
lack of factual evidence for evolution, but endless con- 
tradiction between its proponents, whose admissions 
must lead any unbiased thinker to conclude that the 
‘constant and confident affirmations of evolutionary 

’ faith are not warranted when we consider the results 
‘of scientific investigation. ; 

So that I may not appear to evade any issues you 
have raised, I will quote your questions. Your first 
one is this: 


Do you or do you not think that a very large 
majority of intelligent, spiritually-minded college 
professors accept the theory of organic evolution 
as a sound and well-substantiated one, and that 
a large majority of these same professors doubt 
the value of a literal interpretation of the Bible 
and of belief in it as valid history? Are there 
any statistics on this point? 


Here are really three questions: the first dealing 
with the favorite problem of majorities for and against 
evolution; the second asking whether the professors 
accept or reject the value of literal Biblical interpre- 
tation; the third inquiring about the historical authen- 
ticity of the Bible records. 

Let us consider them in order. Undoubtedly the 
majority of college professors affirm their belief in 
the theory of organic evolution; namely, that mankind 
has come in some manner (method unknown) from 
lower animals. You will notice that I have omitted 
the words “intelligent” and “spiritually-minded” as 
characterizing those who array themselves on the side 
of evolution. Intelligence demands strict adherence 
to logic and reason, and: in this case must be based 
upon the results from scientifically uncovered facts. 
Certainly the obvious facts all contradict the theory, 
and so I believe an individual must refuse to be gov- 
erned by intelligence when he becomes an evolutionist. 

Evolution, logically considered, is a materialistic 
concept which no “spiritually-minded” person can ac- 
cept. I am supposing you have in mind, when you use 
the word “spiritual,” its meaning, “of or pertaining 
to God, his Spirit, or his law.” The great effort of 
most pronounced evolutionists today, as you must know 
if you are familiar with their writings, is to eliminate 
God so far as possible, no matter how cleverly this 
attempt may be concealed. When the word “God” is 
used it does not mean the God of the Bible-believing 
Christian, but some hazy, impersonal abstraction like 
“Primal Source,” “First Cause,” or “The Absolute,” 
terms which may mean much or little or whatever 
one likes them to include. 

In other words,—and here you may violently dis- 
agree, — the logical implication of evolution is defi- 
nitely toward atheism. As a matter of fact, the last

Report of the Four A’s (Association for the Advance- 
ment of Atheism) says that “evolution is atheism.” 
I am safe in saying that a belief in evolution does 
irresistibly tend to atheism, and I know this to be 
true from personal experience with scores of students 
and others who admit the truth in their own thinking. 

So, while the majority of college professors do be- 
lieve and teach evolution, this does not mean that, 
because or in spite of that, they are either “intelligent” 
or “spiritually-minded.” 

But must we be governed by majorities? Majorities 
have more often than not in the history of the world 
been wrong. Why not do some real thinking for our- 
selves? We have the facts just as easily at our dis- 
posal as the professors have, and, dare I say it? — 
we have as much intellect; so why allow any man or 
body of men to decide vital issues for us? A jury of 
twelve intelligent men and women are asked to pass 
upon the most intricate and technical questions when 
the facts are placed before them, and the results are 
usually satisfactory to the intelligent individual. In 
this discussion, I take the view that we are the jury, 
and I will permit the professors, if you like, to be 
the witnesses, but not judge and jury as well! 

Of course, the same group of professors who accept 
evolution are bound to reject a literal interpretation of 
the Bible, especially the early chapters of Genesis. One 
cannot, by any gigantic feat of intellectual contortion, 
believe in Genesis and evolution at the same time. 
And yet this first book of the Bible is called mythi- 
.cal and allegorical in spite of the fact that it contra- 
dicts no known scientific fact, but instead is in accord 
with all we know of the beginning of things. If this 
be true, and it is, even on the authority of its enemies, 
why should it be thrown into the discard? Genesis 
is historically and scientifically accurate in every par- 
ticular, 

Then what about belief in the Bible as valid his- 
tory? I reiterate that its history is true, as every arch- 
eological discovery proves. Judge and examine the 
Bible as any other book would be studied, and we find 
that it is free from historical error. Times without 
number it has been accused of mistakes and contra- 
dictions, but today the finest scholars in the world, 
some of them who formerly thought it like fallible 
human documents, affirm their unshakable belief in 
its inerrancy. 


The Evolutionist’s Favorite Retort 


There are statistics on this, based upon various 
questionnaires submitted to professors and students, 
ali of them that I have seen showing a preponderance 
of Bible rejectors, which proves nothing against the 
Book but simply shows that the human mind and 
heart are opposed to God. This is an interesting sub- 
ject into which I cannot go at present. 

Your other request is this: 


I wonder if you would give me the names of 
those of the famous modern scientists who either 
refuse, on grounds of present or absent statistics 
and data, to believe in the theory of organic evo- 
lution; or who accept the Bible as the unique, 
verbally inspired word of God. This point specially 
interests me as I have understood that there are 
few or none. 


Why. the insistence that the scientists must not only 
be famous but modern? Some of the greatest scientists 
the world has ever seen are dead. Those now living 
will presently be dead — would you then, because they 
were no longer “modern,” throw out their opinions 
if they happened to favor evolution? 

But it is a pleasure to give you now, in some detail, 
various opinions of qualified scientists, remembering 
always that the favorite -retort of the evolutionist, 
when a man who opposes evolution is quoted, is, 
“Oh, he is an inconsequential scientist.” This asser- 


tion takes for granted that the moment a scientist 
opposes the theory of transformism, no matter how 
eminent may have been his attainments, he then auto- 
matically ceases to belong to the circle of the scientific 
“intelligentsia.” But you will have difficulty if you 
attempt this with most of the names and opinions I 
shall submit. 

Before considering the value of the arguments used 
to defend the theory of evolution, I would like to 
offer some pertinent facts regarding Genesis. This 
is necessary because here is the real crux of the ques- 
tion—if Genesis is true, evolution is false, and vice 
versa, ; 

I have already stated that Genesis contradicts no 
known scientific fact. Yet it is claimed that it is 
allegory rather than exact history. Now the Bible 
is not a scientific textbook, but if it is wholly inspired 
by God, the omniscient Creator of the universe, its 
scientific references must be without error. The au- 
thority of its ethical and spiritual teaching cannot be 
greater than its history, in the sense of inherent in- 
errancy — if God is the author, 

The late Professor George F. Wright, of Oberlin 
College, writing in “Scientific Confirmations of Old 
Testament History,” said: “So remarkable is the 
co-ordination between the inferences of science and 
the statement of Genesis, that they lead such a cau- 
tious and competent geologist as Professor J. D. Dana 
to pronounce it unexplainable except on the theory of 
divine inspiration of the author of Genesis.” 

Even Ernst Heckel, the eminent atheistic evolu- 
tionist who spoke of evolution as “anti-Genesis,” is 
compelled to admit in his “History of Creation”: “We 
can therefore bestow our just’and sincere admiration 
on the Jewish lawgiver’s grand insight into nature, 
and his simple and natural hypothesis of creation.” 


“Species Lose Things, But Do Not Add” 


It is more than strange,—#it is impossible, —if this 
account be entirely of human origin, that it should thus 
correctly give the order of creation, to mention but 
one feature of many. Much more might be written 
on this phase, but this is sufficient to prove that at 
least, there are two sides to the question. 

Evolution demands and must produce evidence that 
various species or families have changed somehow into 
other forms. This is basic to the idea, The inverte- 
brates must have changed into the vertebrate, the ver- 
tebrate fish into the amphibian, the amphibian into 
the reptilian, the reptilian into the hairy mammalian, 
and the later into the human, 

How is it that there is no indication of any such 
change ever having taken place? 

William Bateson, an eminent evolutionist, speaking 
before the American Association for the Advancement 
of Science, said: “There is no evidence of any one 
species acquiring new factors; but there are plenty of 
examples of species losing factors. Species lose things 
but do not add to their possessions. Variations of 
many kinds we daily witness, but no origin of species.” 

In his Toronto address, December 28, 1921, he went 
even further: “We no longer feel as we used to do, 
that the process of variation now contemporaneously 
occurring is the beginning of a work which needs 
merely the element of time for its completion; for even 
time cannot complete that which has not yet begun.” 

In Science, January 20, 1926, Bateson wrote: “An- 
alysis has revealed hosts of transferable characters. 
Their combinations suffice to supply in abundance series 
of types which might pass for new species, and cers 
tainly would be so classed if they were met with in 
nature. Yet... we find that they are not distinct 
species, and we have no reason to suppose that any 
accumulation of characters of the same order would 
culminate in the production of distinct species. Noth- 
ing ... in the contemporary world can... be inter- 
preted as providing the sort of evidence required.” 

Bateson’s last evolutionary pronouncement was in 
the thirteenth edition of the “Encyclopedia Britannica,” 
where, in writing an article on “Mendelism” he says: 
“Of the occurrence of the genetic change which might 
lead to the production of new species, none has been 
found.” 

Then he gives this as his conclusion which, it must 
be admitted, holds little comfort for the evolutionist: 
“The development of the evolutionary theory has been 
tacitly suspended or postponed.” 

Professor Vernon Kellogg, writing in “Darwinism 
Today,” states: ‘“We.only tell the general truth 
when we declare that no indubitable cases of species 
forming, that is, of descent, have been observed; and 
that no recognized case of natural selection -really 
selecting has been observed.” 

On this question, vital in the extreme, David Starr 
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Jordan has something of importance to say in Science, 
October 20, 1922: “None of the created new species 
of plant or animal I know of would last five years in 
the open; nor is there the slightest evidence that any new 
species of field, or forest, or ocean, ever originated from 
mutation, discontinuous variation or hybridization.” 

Professor T. H. Morgan, in “Evolution and Adapta- 
tion,” declares: ‘Within the period of human history 
there has not been a single instance of the transforma- 
tion of one species into another; and it must be ad- 
mitted that evolution lacks the one bit of evidence 
which it needs to place it upon a scientific basis.” 

If it is a fact that no species has ever been known 
to make this necessary jump, and cannot now be 
forced to make it, the question would seem to be 
closed in favor of the Bible believer who holds to 
the divine fiat in Genesis that all types of life must 
reproduce “after their kind.” ‘In this one command of 
God evolution is made impossible.

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What of Old Testament Moral Standards? 


The sins of the patriarchs, and the extermination of idolatrous tribes

Those who point to the love and mercy of Christ and set against it the fearful judgments of the Old Testament, : 
forget that Christ came as God in mercy dying for the world, and that he will come again as God.in justice 
judging the world. It is significant that the denial of the Old Testament facts of judgment goes with a denial 
of the Bible prephecy of what is to come when the judgments of Old Testament days will be eclipsed by an 
overwhelming outpouring of judgments on all nations of the earth.

the study of the Old Testament. We may rest 

in a strong assurance when we take the same view 
of the Old Testament as that which our Lord took. 
But if his view of the inspiration and divine authority 
of the Old Testament is true, then we can go farther 
and find a satisfying answer to every difficulty it 
presents, or at least to those difficulties that seem to 
call in question the divineness of its message. The

Pharisees saw no way to reconcile Christ’s high and 


severe standard regarding divorce (high and severe 
also in our enlightened “modern” age) with Old Tes- 
tament standards. They felt sure they could force the 
Master to contradict Moses. But they forgot the 
Garden of Eden. Our Lord gave the all-satisfying 
answer that Moses for their hardness of heart suffered 
them to put away their wives, something that was not 
God’s plan “from the beginning” (Matt. 19:8). And 
in his answer our Lord held to the most rigid Phari- 
saic view of the divine authority of all that Moses 
taught. How different would have been the answer 
of some of our modern teachers to this question re- 
garding the moral standards of Moses and the Jehovah 
he claimed to be speaking for! 

Can we have an equally satisfying answer to every 
moral difficulty that Pharisees or Sadducees may raise 
or that may occur to our own minds? Did God ap- 
prove of Jacob’s polygamy? Did God sanction David's 
moral standards when he said to David through Nathan 
the Prophet, “I gave . . . thy master’s wives into thy 
bosom’? (2 Sam. 12: 8.) 

This problem of the moral standards of the Old 
Testament brings us to another important principle 
in reaching the right view. All men,agree that it is 
reasonable to believe that God would make a revela- 
tion of himself and his plan of salvation to men. But 
if God is to make such a revelation, he must make it 
to men where they are and as they are. The revelation 
is to be given to men, understood by men; so it must 
be given under all the limitations which men in 
their sin put upon it. God’s revelation is worked 


out in the actual experiences of men as and where’ 


they are. God has the choice, speaking reverently, 
between dealing with men in this way or refusing to 
deal with them at all. What we have in the Old 
Testament therefore is not only a true record of what 
the true and living God did, but it is the only possible 
way in which God could have dealt with men under 
conditions as they existed. 

For example, we may first take God’s call to Abram, 
the beginning of his wonderful plan to prepare a 
separated people through whom Messiah the Saviour 
is to come. What sort of world and what sort of 
an Abram is God dealing with? We get a glimpse 
of the moral standards when we recall the agreement 
made between Abram and his wife, that everywhere 
they went, if some powerful ian should covet his 
beautiful wife, they should lie and say she was Abram’s 
sister. Thus would Abram’s life be saved; and what 
of Sarah’s honor? ‘The best man of that age, the 
pioneer of faith, thus gives us a glimpse of the moral 
depths from which God planned to lift the world. Yet 
he must do it through these very men with their hard 
and evil hearts. 

When Jacob goes to Laban, where the custom makes 
it the natural thing for men to marry two wives, and 
to marry their maid-servants also, what is God to do 
about it? Must he work a miracle and change these 
standards? But the long story of redemption is the 
story of God’s way, and the only way, of bringing this 
very thing to pass. Shall God permit them to sin 
in these ways? If not, then what is the alternative? 
What is God to do? He must either give laws that 
take account of their hardness of heart, or else he must 
just let them alone, and do nothing to lift them into 
new standards and new life. But this does not mean 
that God for a single instant approved of these things 
that were permitted, nor that he lowered his high and 
holy standards to call a thing right which was the 
fruit of that horrible rebellion against God that had 
come into the human race. 

The question of God’s order to the children of 
Israel to exterminate the Canaanites is a problem of 
an entirely different kind from the permission of polyg- 
amy and divorce. To many this command of Jehovah 
appears to contradict the spirit of Christ, and they 


believe they are offering a simple solution when they 
say it was a primitive and false view of God that led 
the Jews to think God was telling them such a thing. 


‘But this “solution” would leave us without any revela- 


tion about God in the Old Testament that we could 
trust as a true revelation. Moreover, it would put 
God himself into the same condemnation as the Israel- 


-ites, for He put men to death. God destroyed the 


world by a flood. He rained fire from heaven to 
destroy Sodom and Gomorrah. He joined with Joshua 
in the fight against the Canaanites and cast down great 
stones from heaven upon them so that “they were 
more which died with hailstones than they whom the 
children of Israel slew with the sword” (Josh. 10: 11). 
The children of Israel in carrying out this judgment 
of God were not therefore doing anything different 
from the thing which the Holy One himself directly 
did. This is not a low standard that will be changed 
by the further revelation, for in the future, at the 
very close of all God’s dealings in redemption, the same 
fearful judgments must be poured out. 

I have seen in supposedly scientific treatises on the 
Old Testament a pathetic picture of the innocent and 
peace-loving Canaanites suddenly invaded by the cruel, 
bloodthirsty Hebrews, and unjustly butchered, their 
happy homes broken up, their little ones destroyed, and 
their land ruthlessly snatched from them by a nation 
seeking a home for itself. Historical romancing could 
scarcely go farther than this. Yet the “scholars”. who 
thus picture Canaan, and then ask if God could have 
anything to do with such a thing, are the men who 
smile at the credulity of those who hold to. the 
“traditional” view of the Bible. 

The fact of the matter is that when God called 
Abram, the conditions in Canaan were so unspeakably 
vile and loathsome that even America’s “justice” with 
its astounding record of palliating crime would have 
condemned these races to immediate destruction for 
the preservation of the world. But God did not do 
this. The iniquity of the Amorite was not yet full 
(Gen. 15:16). In long-suffering mercy toward the 
Canaanites, he waited four hundred long years until 
the iniquity had reached a point where the most merci- 
ful thing that mercy could do was to delay judgment 
no longer and destroy them from the earth. Merciful 
indeed was this to the little babes saved from a life 
of hellish sin; while the forgiveness and mercy that 
Rahab found through faith in Jehovah, the Saviour- 
God, was available to the grown-up sinners. 

Those who point to the love and mercy of Christ 
and set against it the fearful judgments of the Old 
Testament forget that Christ came as God in mercy 
dying for the world, and that he will come again as 
God in justice judging the world. It is significant 
that the denial of the Old Testament facts of judg- 
ment goes with a denial of the Bible prophecy of what 
is to come when the judgment of Old Testament days 
will be eclipsed by an overwhelming outpouring of 
judgments on all nations of the earth. Those who say 
that God would not order the cruel destruction of 
nations are really saying that God would be unright- 
eous to visit sin with wrath. The folly of this thought 
was in Paul’s mind when he asked, “Is God unright- 
eous who visiteth with wrath? (I speak after the 
manner of men) God forbid: for then how shall God 
judge the world?” (Rom. 3:5, 6.) Let it be remem- 

red that God deals with nations as well as with 
individuals, and the only way to punish nations is 
here on earth, with earthly punishments of fire and 
famine and pestilence and the sword. If Britain forces 
opium on-China, then Britain will pay to the last 
farthing; if America worships the gods of gold and 
lust and intellectual pride, then the fires of judgment 
are sure to fall on America. This is not an Old 
Testament problem. It is a sin problem. The Old 
Testament does not raise the problem, but solves it. 
The Old Testament removes the curtain and shows 
the principles on which a holy and merciful God 


is working in his loving purpose to redeem the | 


world. 

Another fact concerning these righteous judgments 
of God must be kept before us if we are to read the 
Old Testament aright. When God commands sinful 
men to execute his judgments we may expect that 
man’s own sin shall frequently be mixed with his 
carrying out of ’s command. Let us not make 
God in any degree responsible for the wicked motive 
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Lesson for July 3 


or the unrighteous or unloving methods that men use 
in executing these commands. For again and again 
we have the record of God punishing his own instru- 
ments of judgment for their wickedness. Babylon was 
God’s instrument to visit wrath upon the children of 
Israel. But God’s judgment fell upon Babylon for 
the way she did it, and for going beyond God’s pur- 
pose and command. 

God called Nebuchadnezzar to execute his judg- 
ment against Tyre, and in a remarkable passage (Ezek. 
29: 17-20), the word of Jehovah is recorded that Baby- 
lon had served a great service against Tyre and re- 
ceived no wages because Tyre was left utterly bare; 
therefore Jehovah gave Egypt into the hand of Nebu- 
chadnezzar that. she might be spoiled and enrich Baby- 
lon. Thus did God accomplish the necessary punish- 
ment of Egypt, using men that knew little or nothing 
of God, and. who did not carry this out in any holy 
fulfilling of God’s will, but in their own lust and 
passion. Here again God is dealing with men as 
and where they are, executing his righteous judgments, 
but not in any degree joining with the low moral 
standards. 

A nation that does not know God, executing God’s 
will without ever thinking of God and his judgments, 
is in quite a different class: from the Israelites who 
were commanded by God to carry out his judgments. 
But even in these cases we have the problem raised 
by the sinful condition of the men who are God’s 
instruments. God anointed Jehu as king over Israel 
to execute his fierce wrath upon the bloody house of 
Ahab and upon Jezebel. .We cannot read the account 
and suppose that Jehu acted as a Spirit-filled saint 
would act in carrying out God’s command, nor as. the 
holy angels would .act in warring against the hosts of 
evil. Jehu himself, after carrying out this command 
to exterminate the house of Ahab, using deceit and 
all the wiles at his command, turned not away from 
those very sins that caused the downfall of Ahab. 
God told Jehu he had- done well in executing His 
judgment upon Ahab (2 Kings 10: 30-36). Yet through 
the prophet Hosea God proclaimed that he would 
visit or punish Israel for the blood shed by Jehu: 
“And Jehovah said unto him, Call his name Jezreel; 
for yet a little while, and I will avenge the blood 
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of Jezreel upon the house of Jehu, and will cause 
the kingdom of the house of Israel to cease” (Hos. 
1:4). The critics see in this a contradiction between 
the prophet and the writer of Kings. But both these 
things are true. Jehu without doubt did not have 
the love for these sinners that God had, nor did he 
have the hatred for their’ sin that God had. He hated 
them as his enemies, and he loved their sin, for he 
turfied to it; and yet his evil was mixed with a real 
zeal for Jehovah, and this was righteous. 

Even when the judgment is executed in a righteous 
manner and with a Christlike spirit, we must bear in 
mind that the judgment is made necessary by the ‘sin 
of man and is not the expression toward men that 
God would ‘desire. Just as he is not willing that any 
should perish but that all should come to repentance, 
so he does not willingly afflict the children of men nor 
willingly (in this sense) execute his righteous judg- 
ments. Perhaps we have a beautiful type of this 
in God’s words to David the king who was a man 
after his own heart because he carried out God’s will 
and became the model for all kings that followed after: 
“Thou hast shed blood abundantly, and hast made 
great wars: thou shalt not build a house unto my name, 
because thou hast shed much blood upon the earth 
in my sight” (1 Chron, 22:8). Solomon, whose name 
means “peaceful,” was to be a man of rest, and he 
built the house that symbolized the presence among 
his people of the God who gives rest. But David’s 
wars were necessary before the peace that Solomon 
had was possible. And so God’s great judgments and 
the future shedding of much blood will be necessary 
before the Son of David, typified by both David and 
Solomon, becomes the Prince of Peace. He must 
be King of righteousness before he can be Prince of 
Peace. This study might be extended to all the inci- 
cents of the Old Testament, but suffice it to see the 
principle that all the low standards of morals, as 
judged by God’s perfect standard in Christ, are a 
necessity of the situation if God is to deal with man at 
all. If the low moral standards, and also the righteous 
judgments of God, were not in the Old Testament, 
we would have to doubt its truth. They are a proof 
that the book is real history.

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Can We Have a People’s Popular Bible Class?

In The Sunday School Times of January 30 appeared an article by Dr. Bradbury on “ The People’s Popular 
Bible Class,’’ telling of his personal experience in conducting community classes in Kansas City and New York. 
He had been warned that, while such a class could succeed in Kansas City, he must not hope to do the same thing in 
New York. But the plan succeeded beyond expectations. With no organization, but following a simple announce- 
ment, 169 people met to commence Bible study the first Friday night. The number grew until it was over 250. 


Dr. Bradbury has received so many letters as a result of his first article that it has been impossible for him to 
answer them all fully, hence the following questions and answers. 


nity Bible Class ? 


There is no doubt that community Bible 
study is destined to have a large place in the religious 
training of God’s people. This will not be so apparent, 
perhaps, where churches give to their members syste- 
matic expositions of the Word of God. But with 
an increasing dearth of Biblical preaching and capable 
exposition of the Bible in many areas throughout the 
country there is such a longing for the Word of God 
that it presents a unique opportunity. 

There are numbers of God’s children everywhere 
who seem to be going hungry for the Bread of Life. 
They can be found in many churches of different de- 
nominations. A common need creates a common inter- 
est. It is a common interest which draws people to- 
gether when the opportunity presents itself. There 
is a great opportunity now for -Community Bible 
Classes. 

Many pastors and laymen and some godly women 
are alive to the opportunity. God’s elect live in all 
communities. Where can the place be found where 
they can have fellowship and can assemble to 
strengthen one another? The Community Bible Class 
will prove to be a wonderful fellowship center where 
Christians who desire to know God’s Word better can 
take systematic study. 

Then many unchurched people will attend a Bible 
class. Some who would shun an evangelistic meeting 
or an ordinary church service can be persuaded to 
attend a class where they can be educated in what the 
Bible teaches. I remember several such instances. Con- 
versions have resulted in some cases. A young. woman 
who was not a Christian was drawn to the People’s 
Popular Bible Class by the idea of free study of God’s 
Word. At the season’s end. she professed Christ as 
her Saviour and is now willing to serve him. 


W wa discuss more fully the idea of the Commu- 


How would you deal with ministerial or local church oppo- 
sition, jealousy, or suspicion ? 


I would not deal with such things at all. A little 
demonstration of what earnest Bible study does for 
the ordinary church member or for ministers and 
officers of churches will do more to dispel such folly 
and pettiness than anything I know. Pastors have 
remarked to me that their people who attended the 
Bible class were greatly benefited and became more 
useful and loyal in their churches. 

One must win good will, where it is not given, by 
the sincerity of one’s purpose. A Bible class is not 
a class of isms. It deals only with the Bible. The 
spiritual aim of such a class is to make Christians 
and inform the Christian. It is not for the purpose of 
denominationalizing him, neither does it attempt the 
opposite. Bible study makes a Christian more valu- 
able where he is and in what he is. 


How do you go about organizing a Community Bible Class ? 


The wonder to me is that I have had to use so little 
organization — practically none. Some day I may fird 
it necessary. The fact is, if there are numbers of 
Christians around you who have never been systemat- 
ically instructed in the Word of God, you know you 
have a field. 

The answer also involves another statement. We 
suffer in our times from an organization complex. We 
frequently try to make some organization do what 
only the Spirit of God can do. The need of our gen- 
eration is not organization. It is consecrated indi- 
vidualism. Through this medium the cause of Christ 
has always marched forward. We have to learn what 
it is to be led by the Spirit of God. Now I give you 
what is intangible so I may lead you to the tangible. 
This kind of thing in relation to a Community Bible 
Class is the old, old story of the trinity of God, God’s 
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a and hy espe The people peve, Saver been 
ar away when this triuity.startad’ to work. ' 

I would, however, Gane small group of sin- 
cerely consecrated peoplesfersy a sdft of ‘committee and 
arrange a fair presentation of the benefits of the class 
to the general public. Let people know what you are 
going to do and what your aims will be. Do not be 
negative and hypercritical, Do not rely on _ noise, 
display, excitement, or the usual effervescent forms 
of publicity. Put out your information with dignity 
and reverence. Rely upon God. Bubbles burst. But 
the Holy Spirit does not blow bubbles. God’s Spirit 
always works with God’s people when they do God’s 
work in the right way. 


Do you have an enrollment ? 


No, we merely ask those who wish to receive through 
the mail the special information of the class to leave 
their names and addresses. It is my judgment the 
Community Bible Class should be kept as free from 
intricate organization as possible, 


How do you teach the Bible in one season ? 


I gave the synthetic outline of the Bible, or study 
by whole books. This method involves a great deal 
of repeated Bible reading. Its result is to equip one 
with the knowledge of the facts of the Bible. The 
method is simple, fundamental, and interesting. Some 
skill is needed to be able to acquire the outlines of 
the various books of the Bible, but if this is lacking 
there are many Bible institutes able to furnish well 
worked out outlines. 


How would you prepare for such a class next fall > 


This question came from several pastors, There 
is no doubt whatever that the teacher of such a class 
is the key person. It is important that the teacher 
be both spiritually and mentally prepared. What finer 
use could there be made of the summer vacation than 
to go apart with the Lord and seek him with a heart 
desiring nothing else? In the vacation quiet a man 
has a chance to talk with God face to face. There 
are few interruptions, and there need be no time limits. 
Then live with the Book. To read the Bible through 
from Genesis to Revelation can be done in two weeks 
if you will read it continuously every day. I feel safe 
in advising every minister that, if he will be filled with 
God’s Spirit and obtain a ready grasp on his Word, 
this is the fundamental preparation for starting a 
Community Bible Class. 

As to the community, announce the proposition of 
the class. It can follow, in natural sequence, an evan- 
gelistic campaign or an interdenominational Bible 
conference. Your audience will be prepared if this 
is so. If you are without these, get the intercessors 
with whom you are acquainted to hold prayer groups 
for a month either in homes or churches. Let every- 
thing converge to a certain date. Make that date the 
opening of the class. 


What is the nature of the programs of the sessions of the 
class 3 


Very simple. It is evident to all that the class as- 
sembles to study the Bible, not to listen to a program. 
‘We open with a hymn, the class rising, which is fol- 
lowed by a definite prayer for the purpose of the 
hour. Announcements are few, but they come next. 
Following this, we make sure all in attendance have 
Bibles and an outline each. The class lasts one hour. 
No closing hymn is sung. We have just a brief prayer 
and go home. 

After we had been operating several weeks various 
questions were put to me by members. I then instituted 
a question period of fifteen minutes to precede the 
regular session. Members began to come earlier to 


— the answers to questions handed in the week be- 
ore, 


How did you finance your class ? 


We needed very little. However, we placed a basket 
on a table by the door to receive free will offerings, 


Do you think such a class could be held in a country com- 
munity where talent for teaching is scarce ? 

I do not see why it should not prove just as feasible. 
I happen to be a city pastor. My outlook is toward 
the city. But country folks love God’s Word. De- 
nominational divisions may be keener there, yet I am 
sure there could be profitable Bible classes if they 
were started. Lacking a properly trained teacher, I 
suggest the appointment of a leader who will teach a 
course obtained from cne of the interdenominational 
Bible institutes. I know of one group numbering 
thirty who meet weekly in a country district and fol- 
low successfully the advice given above. The leader 
manages to keep just a few steps ahead of the class 
and is learning with the class. 


If your need is great, expect Him to meet it. If 
your service ts difficult, remember that He can em- 
power vou in any sphere. And if your dearth of spir- 
itual life is most urgent of all, then expect Him to fill 
you. ...

Exodus — The Book of Redemption 


A suggested theme and outline of Exodus, subject of the 
third quarter Sunday-school lessons 


By Robert C. McQuilkin 


ENESIS, the glorious book of beginnings, in God’s 

salvation volume, is followed by another book 
that takes up the unfinished story of Genesis. Exodus 
may be called “The Book of Redemption’: “I will 
redeem you with an outstretched arm, and with great 
judgments” (Exod. 6:6). “Thou in thy lovingkind- 
ness hast led the people that thou hast redeemed: thou 
hast guided them in thy strength to thy holy habitations 
(Exod. 15: 13). 

After their redemption through. blood and through 
power, God entered into a covenant with the nation 
that he redeemed, and gave them the law of the cove- 
nant and also the blood of the covenant. Exodus may 
therefore be thought of as “The Book of the Covenant,” 
although this phrase in Exodus 24:7 applies particu- 
larly to four chapters of Exodus, from 20 to 23. 
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The outline that is given below shows how the two 
main divisions of Exodus deal with these two great 
facts of redemption and the covenant, facts that are 
vitally related to one another.

We have called Genesis “God’s Foundation Book,” 
“the seed plot” of the whole Bible. In Exodus we 
have the greatest of all types of redemption, the de- 
liverance from Egypt and the passover. And in Ex- 
odus we have the establishment of that great system of 
law which Paul makes clear came after the covenant 
of grace with Abraham and was added because of 
transgressions, until the Promised Seed should come 
(Gal. 3:6-19). Exodus may thus be thought of as 
the foundation of all the revelation until the coming 
of Christ, and also the glorious type and foreshadowing 
of that finished redemption which came with the Lord 
Jesus, God’s “greater than Moses.”

Calling Dry Bones to Life in New England 


A movement that is giving the Gospel to 
churches ravaged by Modernism

HEN the movement which is now known as the 

New England Fellowship first started, about 
two and a half years ago, I think most of us who 
were interested in it were quite firmly convinced that 
little or nothing could be salvaged except the churches 
which had remained true to the faith. Some of us 
are being led to another and more hopeful conclusion, 
by the very force of events. 

While I still believe that we may expect no universal 
movement of apostate churches in the direction of 
orthodoxy I am convinced that a reaction away from 
doubt and Modernism and definitely in the direction 
of faith is already under way. Perhaps the cause may 
be threefold. 

The economic pressure is undoubtedly causing many 
people to think more seriously of dependence on God. 
This is evidenced by a new and encouraging disposi- 
tion on the part of many to discuss their spiritual need 
and to receive spiritual advice. 

The second factor is the more blatant and blas- 
phemous character of the utterances of the Modernists 
themselves, as they become more bold in their attacks 
upon the foundations of faith. This is causing uneasi- 
ness and apprehension among considerable numbers 
who have formerly been ready to adopt an attitude 
of compromise on certain theological questions but 
who have secretly clung to orthodoxy. These are 
beginning to realize that the apparently harmless rift 
in the dyke of faith has become a raging torrent which 
threatens to engulf the church. They are being forced 
to a choice, and happily some are turning again to the 
preaching of the cross. 

The third, and I believe the most important factor 
in the reaction against Modernism, is the fact that 
during the last two or three years a more concerted 
action has taken place among Christian leaders in 
behalf of New England. It is doubtful if in many 
years the Spirit of God has so striven with the people 
of these states as at the present time. A mighty and 
increasing volume of prayer for New England has been 
going up from all sections of the country. A number 
of organizations within the area are working in accord 
in widespread efforts to give the Gospel to rural and 


neglected regions as well as the larger centers. The 
New England Evangelistic Association has several 
evangelists in the field, all of them preaching a posi- 
tive message of faith in the atonement and some of 
these campaigns have been very productive of real 
results. 

President Howard Ferrin of Providence Bible In- 
stitute and his co-workers are sowing New England 
with the Gospel, by radio programs and evangelistic 
campaigns. These are in progress continuously and 
in nearly every campaign held during the past months 
it has been impossible to seat the crowds who have 
attended some of the services. In a number of in- 
stances hundreds have been turned away. 

The New England Fellowship, with headquarters 
at 5 Park Street, Boston, has had a response to its 
call for conferences of groups of churches in various 
cities which has exceeded anything we have heretofore 
known. Seventeen regional conferences were held in 
the first three months of this year, covering five states, 
and in most places there were capacity audiences and 
a most intense interest. In one city, where only a 
year ago no church suitably located would open its 
doors to a conference, this year thirteen pastors_ offi- 
cially participated, and forty-one churches were repre- 
sented by delegates. 

In a number of instances pastors who had been in- 
clined to take the liberal viewpoints were definitely 
turned back to faith. A Baptist pastor publicly con- 
fessed his failure and declared his changed position 
as a result of the meeting. Another, a Methodist 
pastor, said: “I have been conservative in the past, 
but the pressure has been so great recently on certain 
questions, such as the Virgin Birth, that I had about 
decided I would have to concede it. The conference 
put me back on solid ground, and I am going home 
to preach the old Gospel.” Another Methodist. pastor 
said: “I did not realize until tonight that I have 
been preaching a little Christ. I have a vision I never 
had before, and I am going back to my church to 
preach a big Christ, sufficient for every need.” 

A small office was opened in Boston in January, but 
this has proved much too small, and we have leased 
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two large rooms at 5 Park Street, in the heart of the 
business district, where the work will be carried on 
and noon services held each business day of the year. 
These quarters seem likely to become a center for 
spiritual projects of great importance and variety. 

At the conference center at Rumney, N. H., the 
summer program is being considerably extended. The 
Conference for Pastors and Christian Leaders will 
be held June 28-July 1, a School of Methods August 
1-11, the Bible and Missionary Conference August 8-21. 
There is every evidence that the attendance will again 
double. Our most pressing problem is to house all 
the guests who wish to come. 

Camp Cathedral Pines for girls and young women 
opens its second season of seven weeks on July 2, 
with prospects of a much larger attendance. 

It is a significant fact that nearly every church 
within a radius of many miles of the Conference Cen- 
ter at Rumney has changed from an attitude of in- 
difference or open hostility to evangelical preaching, and 
to an active participation in the program of the New 
England Fellowship. These are uniting enthusias- 
tically at every opportunity in campaigns of personal 
evangelism, evangelistic services, and union meetings 
for Biblical teaching and inspiration, 

Experiments to determine the best methods of re- 
establishing services in communities which are without 
the Gospel are being conducted with encouraging suc- 
cess. In one town where there were two churches, 
both of which had been closed for eight years, an 
evangelistic campaign was followed by the organiza- 
tion of a Sunday-school. A pastor was soon called 
who has succeeded in firmly establishing the work in 
both churches, which are in different parts of the town. 
There has been a steadily increasing attendance and 
interest over a period of months. There are scores 
of villages like this where practically every child in 
the town is growing up without a knowledge of even 
the first principles of the way of salvation. They 
must be given the Gospel. 

One thing is easily proved by the inescapable facts. 
Modernism has failed miserably in this section, where 
it has been the most rampant. It has not only failed 
to produce spiritual results, which would be expecied, 
but it has failed from every other standpoint. It has 
had a generation to prove the success of its methods 
as well as its theology. It promised to fill churches. 
It has emptied them. It promised to renew the interest 
of the people in church life and activities. It has 
failed to interest them. It promised, through the fed- 
eration of weak churches, to co-ordinate and unify 
spiritual work in such a way that great numbers would 
be reached at less cost and without duplication of 
effort. In most cases it has simply succeeded in clos- 
ing churches and substituting a federated church as 
weak as the weakest of its component parts. It has 
failed financially. Churches which have “gone Mod- 
ernistic” are notoriously in deep water financially, and 
scores of them will close within a year unless there 
is a change. 

In Springfield, Mass., one of the strongholds of 
Modernism, a survey made by a liberal organization 
reported that Protestantism has only a fighting chance. 
In Merrimack County, N. H., thirty-four churches 
are closed and eighty-one are still in operation. Most 
of these have abandoned the Sunday evening service 
or the mid-week service, or both. Although the en- 
dowments of these churches amount to more than $540,- 
232 and the operating expenses exceed $162,000 a year, 
only 586 additions were reported in all the churches 
together for the year 1930. Of these 62 were added 
to one church. This ought to indicate that the church 
was very much alive spiritually, but unfortunately 
the rush to join was because of a high pressure cam- 
paign which involved the discontinuance of prayer 
meeting and the substitution of a Friday evening dance 
in the church vestry, the introduction of an early Sun- 
day morning “golfers” service, and other radical and 
Modernistic innovations. The pastor has left to find 
other worlds to conquer, and the church is, of course, 
spiritually dead. 

Even the introduction of methods such as_ these 
rarely succeed in bringing many new members into 
liberal churches. There are less than I can count 
on the fingers of one hand which can boast of any 
substantial increase of numbers during the last gen- 
eration, except in cases of large increases of the local 
population. Modernism has miserably failed. The 
situation presents a challenge to evangelical Christians 
to step into the open’ doors and present the Gospel 
which will transform lives and communities. 

I am convinced that New England is due to have 
the greatest spiritual awakening in many years, and 
I think the awakening is already in evidence. Will 
you continue to pray?

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


NEW era opens with Exodus, and God’s great 
A eras turn upon God’s great men. The era of 

Moses molds all other eras until Christ. In 
Genesis we had a succession of heroes of faith, clos- 
ing with Joseph who shines as a bright star along 
with Enoch, Noah, Abraham,- Isaac, Jacob, and others. 
But one great figure, considered by many the chief 
of all men who have ever lived (except the Man who 
was also God), fills the horizon in Exodus and in 
three other Bible books. When the new king arose 
that “knew not Joseph,” nor Joseph’s God, God raised 
up Moses, and Egypt’s king became well acquainted 
with him, and with his God. Truly to study the life 
and work of Moses will lead to an understanding of 
the message of the whole Bible and a real vision of 
God and his salvation. No century has ever needed 
the message of Moses more than our twentieth century 
needs it. And no century and no nation ever needed 
more than ours the messagé of the childhood and 
education of Meses._ 
The Historical Setting 
“ The date of the exodus and of the birth of Moses 
is still an unsolved problem. Scholars are divided on 
two main views. One view is that Rameses II was 
the Pharaoh of the oppression, and that his son Mer- 
neptah was the Pharaoh of the exodus, which would 
place that event as late as 1220 B. C. Rameses II 
belonged to the nineteenth dynasty and is judged to 
be the constructor of the store cities of Pithom and 
Raamses. The other view would make Thothmes III 
the Pharaoh of the oppression and Amenophis II the 
Pharaoh of the exodus. These kings belong to the 
eighteenth dynasty, founded by the king who drove 
the Hyksos out of Egypt, probably Ahmosis, the king 
who “knew not Joseph.” These Pharaohs would har- 
monize with the dates for the exodus usually deduced 
from the Bible chronology, about 1491 B. C. If this 
date be accepted, the birth of Moses may be put 
at 1571 B. C., sixty-four years after the death of 
Joseph. 
Verse by Verse 


Exodus 2:1.—There went a man of the house of 
Levi. God in his sovereign purpose now turns to Levi, 
not to Judah or to Ephraim, for his great leader 
(Exod. 6:20; Num. 26: 59). 

Verse 2—Saw him that he was a goodly child. But 
is not every child goodly in his parents’ eyes? Evi- 
dently there was here something of insight into his 
future greatness, not merely a parent’s fond appre- 
ciation of her child’s beauty. She hid him three 
months, Read Hebrews 11: 23. 

Verse 3.—An ark of bulrushes . . . with slime and 
with pitch.. The ark, or “box,” was made of the stalks 
of the tall papyrus reed, which the Egyptians used 
for making boats (Isa. 18:2), mats, rope, and other 
materials. Writing material_was made from the pith 
of the plant, hence the word “paper.” The bitumen, 
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to make it water-tight, probably came from the region 
of the Dead Sea. Laid it in the flags by the river's 
brink. In the low vegetation near the bank. It was 
put where it would be seen, and doubtless in the place 
where the mother knew that the daughter of Pharaoh 
came to bathe. 


Verse 4—His sister stood afar off. Miriam was 
probably about twelve at this time. 


Verse 5.—The daughter of Pharaoh. Josephus says 
her name was Thermuthis. Eusebius calls her Merris. 
The rabbis identify her with “Bithiah,” meaning 
“daughter of Jehovah,” mentioned in 1 Chronicles 4: 
18 as the wife of Mered. 


Verse 6.—Behold, the babe wept. Moses was to 
become a man of sorrows and acquainted with grief, 
one who bore the reproach of Christ. This is one 
of the Hebrews’ children. The babe had won its way 
into the motherly heart of the princess. Perhaps she 
was not in sympathy with the cruel policy of her 
father. She either had great power, or her doings 
would not be noticed among the many children and 
households of the Egyptian king. 

Verse 7.—Shall I go and call to thee @ nurse of the 
Hebrew women? Was this Miriam’s own happy 
thought, or had her mother instructed her? In any 
case, it was God who guided the suggestion and con- 
trolled the carrying out of the plan. 

Verse 9.—Take this child away, and wurse it for 
me, and I will give thee thy wages. Doubtless the 
princess knew that this was the child’s mother. But 
is there any story more romantic recorded in history 
or in fiction?

HILDHOOD’S ways are bright and sunny, 

beautiful and sweet, yet how many perils gather 
round the children’s feet! How the dangers rush 
upon them,— body, mind, and soul! How their 
fathers and their mothers long for safe control! 
Savage cruelty of Pharaohs evil warfare wage; waters 
of the Nile around them form a floating cage; ser- 
pents creep through slimy channels, hot the sunbeams 
fall, — strange indeed that any children live through 
it at all! But the God of little children — constant 
watch he keeps. Evermore his guard around them 
slumbers not nor sleeps. Evermore his love about 
them shields them and defends. Evermore he 
guides their footsteps to his loving ends. Safe upon 
the Nile’s broad waters Moses sleeping lay, mother- 
love and father-counsel guarding night and day; 
mother-love and father-counsel praying day and 
night for the little babe so precious in Jehovah’s sight. 
Thus we love them, thus protect them, all the 
children dear, through these days of early peril, 
early care and fear; but with all our anxious watch- 
ing little can we do, were it not that great Jehovah — 
he is watching too! 
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Verse 10.—She brought him unto Pharaoh’s daugh- 
ter. Moses was perhaps seven years old before he left 
his mother and the training of a godly home, though 
we need not suppose that his stay in the palace kept 
him from frequent contact with his own people. Moses: 
... Because I drew him out of the water. The only 
other place in Scripture this word for “drew out” is 
used is in the beautiful verse: “He sent from above, 
he took me, he drew me out of many waters” (Psa. 
18: 16). 

Acts 7: 20.—In which time Moses was born. At 
the time when Pharaoh commanded the male chil- 
dren to be cast into the river. His brother Aaron, 
three years older, was evidently born before the edict. 


Verse 22.—Learned in all the wisdom of the Egyp- 
tians. The wisdom of Egypt among the nations of 
antiquity was proverbial (1 Kings 4:30; Isa. 19:11). 
It included language, literature, architecture, mathe- 
matics, engineering, astronomy, ‘history, medicine, the- 
ology, and probably things that we have no knowledge 
of. Mighty in words and in deeds. Tradition ascribes 
to Moses great military prowess and says that he led 
the Egyptians to victory over the Ethiopians. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


God builds his mighty purposes for men on babes 
—pborn and nurtured and prepared under his guidance 
and control. “Out of the mouth of babes and sucklings 
hast thou ordained strength” (Psa. 8:2). Again and 
again Ged’s whole plan of redemption hangs on what 
appears a slim chance of a frail life, with all the 
powers of darkness united to destroy the child, or to 
turn it from God’s purpose. Satan, who had Herod 
ready to slay the innocents of Bethlehem, had Pharaoh 
ready to slay the babes in Israel. But God by his 
mighty power and for his mighty purpose saved and 
trained Moses, and used Egypt to do it. Nothing is 
beyond the providential care and control of the God 
of redemption, and for us who trust him, no detail of 
our lives need be outside of these great purposes of 
God. God is not calling us to do the work that Moses 
did. But he is saying to each of us, and concerning 
each little child in a Christian home, what he said 
4 Joshua, “As I was with Moses, so I will be with 
thee.”

To the extent that Christ and his 
Word are put at the center of education, to that ex- 
ent will the purpose of all education be realized, the 
making of men and women what God intended them 
to be. One of the greatest menaces to the well-being 
of America today is an educational system that is 
moving away from God. 
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The Christian Home. Only the Christian home is 
in the true sense of the word a home. Heathen peo- 
ples know nothing of a rea) home. Our goodly chil- 
dren are not in danger of being cast out into the river, 
but they need true princesses and princes to rescue 
them from the dangers that threaten the Christian 
home today. Among these dangers may be mentioned: 
godiessness in secular education, Christless religion, 
movies, dancing, card playing, divorce, looseness of 
moral standards, lawlessness, drink, unregulated bath- 
ing resorts, impure literature. Two other enemies that 
may be turned into friends by proper regulation are 
the automobile and the radio. The safeguard of the 
Christian home is to adopt the educational program of 
Deuteronomy 6: 4-8, putting Christ and his Word at 
the center, establishing the family altar, and giving the 
church of Christ its central and dominant place in the 
life and activities of the home.

Each Christian should get the 
very best education possible, provided Christ is in the 
center, and not the treasures of Egypt (Heb. 11: 26). 

“Do Your Best and Leave the Rest.” Moses’ par- 
ents were in a hard and distressing situation. They 
did everything humanly possible on their part, with 
confidence that God would lead. We, likewise, should 
cast all our care upon him, and after we have done 
what we can, wait for his mighty working. 

The Foreign Missionary Message. No triumph of 
missions has been greater than the reaching of little 
babes and young children, snatching them from 
heathenism and nursing them in the missionary “home.” 
No foreign missionary plea is greater than the plea 
of the millions of children born in heathenism who 
should be rescued from a worse fate than the Nile 
and committed to mother hearts to nurse for Christ.

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a while ago there was one of the Prodigal Son inci- 
dent. The picture showed the mother pleading with 
the angered father to go out and be nice to the boy 
who had come back. The picture, while beautiful, 
was a “flop” because the whole nub of the story is in 
the father seeing the boy afar off and running to 
meet him (Luke 15: 20-24). No wonder lots of folks 
hold the “movies” in contempt. In making pictures 
from Biblical history it might be suggested they con- 
sult some one who knows something about the Bible. 
Evidently there are no Sunday-school people at work 
in the making of pictures. Note the nimble wit of 
Miriam. The girl is mother to the woman. Say, 
boys, never go back on “old Sis.” She helped raise 
you, like as not. 


The Training of a Prince.—And the child grew, 
. . . and he became her son (v. 10). This is pretty 
much all we know about it. From modern discoveries, 
like the tomb of “Old Tut,’ we know it was a highly 
refined and civilized court Moses was brought up in. 
God always knows where to train his men. Moses in 
a great royal court. John Baptist in a wilderness. 
The Lord Jesus in a village. Luther in a monastery. 
Lincoln in a cabin. Edison in a telegraph office, and 
so on for a page full. The training of a prince in 
that ancient day makes West Point and Annapolis 
look like thirty cents. Here’s the account of the 
training of a Prince in Persia, near by Egypt, and 
Moses’ training was likely very much the same. This 
is from Ruskin’s “Twelfth Fors,” — “When the boy 
is seven years old he has to go and learn all about 
horses, and is taught by the masters of horsemanship, 
and begins to go against wild beasts. When he is 
fourteen years old they give him the masters whom 
they call the ‘Kingly Child-Guiders.’ These are four, 
chosen the best out of all the Persians, who are then 
in the prime of life, to wit: the most wise man they 
can find; the most just; the most temperate; the most 
brave. The first, the wisest, teaches the prince the 
magic of Zoroaster, and that magic is the service of 
the gods. Also he teaches him the duties that belong 
to a King. Then the second, the most just, teaches 
him to speak the truth all his life through. Then 
the third, the most temperate, teaches him not to be 
conquered by even so much as a single one of the 
pleasures,® that he may be exercised in freedom, and 
verily a King, master of all things within himself, 
not to slave to them. And the fourth, the bravest, 
teaches him to be dreadless of all things, as knowing 
that whenever he fears, he is a slave.” What a train- 
ing for leadership! Substitute the Lord Jesus and his 
Gospel for Zoroaster and his magic and you have the 
recipe for great Christian leadership. Compare the 
career and accomplishments of Moses with the regi- 
men of princely training and see if you cannot well 
believe that Egypt might well be as like her neigh- 
bor Persia as America is like England, where life 
runs much the same. Read this whole Twelfth Chap- 
ter of Ruskin’s “Fors”; I consider it one of his great- 
est. It was written as he says by the dead body of 
his beloved mother on a Christmas day (Acts 7: 22). 
(Remember this training, and as we go along in the 
study of Moses’ “wisdom, words, and deeds,” see if 
you, like me, are convinced that such was Moses’ 
princely’ training. ) 


“The Mistakes of Moses.”—Moses was learned in 
all the wisdom of the Egyptians (Acts 7:22). As 
we view the remains of the wonderful civilization, we 
discover that the Egyptians seem to have had wisdom 
and knowledge of no small degree. Some years ago 
a noted infidel of fine vocabulary went up and down 
the country lecturing on “The Mistakes of Moses,” 
at one dollar per. This, much to the delight of the 
scoffers. But it so “happened” just about that time 
wonderful scientific discoveries began to burst on an 
astonished world, and the lecture “blew up,” and the 
lecturer died. For example: Medical science made 
the discovery that disease came from germs. Moses 
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had said the sick and the dead were “unclean” and 
“untouchable.” He insisted on washings and wash- 
ings. It used to be the whole family came down and 
kissed the dead before the lid was fastened down. No 
more of that. And even the barber sterilizes his tools 
and his towels. Moses has something to say about 
resting one day in seven because he knew something 
about the human body. Every seventh year Moses 
would have us shut up shop and forget business, and 
forget the “everlasting what are we going to have 
for breakfast, dinner, and supper,” as dear old mother 
used to say, was nice to be able to do. Then every 
fifty years all property reverted. That settled the 
land question. Neglecting the sabbatical year we get 
knocked into it by what we call “dull times.”

Object Talks from Science

Mrs. Low’s valuable object lessons continue as here- 
tofore, alternating with Mr. Walters’ articles. 

Teachers using these simple science talks, as many 
will wish to do, should note the following: 


1. Most of the materials can be purchased at any 
large drug store. The other items can be readily 
obtained elsewhere. 


2. All experimental procedure should be tried be- 
fore presenting in public to insure familiarity with 
results. 

3. While harmful substances have been used as 
seldom as possible, great caution should always be 
exercised in the handling of all materials. 

4. The applications drawn from each demonstra- 
tion are merely suggestive ideas, which will in nearly 
every case bear further expansion at the discretion 
of the user. 





MatertaL: Powdered plaster of paris; water; 
small celluloid doll. (Cut the doll into two halves 
by following the seam around from head to feet 
and back. Make the plaster of paris into a paste, 
and quickly fill each half, pressing them together 
and removing the celluloid shells. You now have 
a model which may still be molded somewhat, but 
4 which hardens rapidly.) 











HE childhood of Moses and of other great men 

described in the Bible and in the world’s later his- 
tory emphasize forcefully the influence of proper nur- 
ture in childhood upon usefulness in later life.

INCE the usual young girl of the 
S Sunday-school is familiar with the 
events of Moses’ life from the lessons of 
her earlier years in Sunday-school, let 
us plan for this quarter a study of this, 
the greatest leader of all the ages before 
Christ, in the light of two New Testa- 
ment passages in which his life is inter- 
preted rather than recorded, as it is in 
the Pentateuch. This will include the 
biographical facts, but it will lay the chief 
emphasis upon an interpretation of those 
facts in the making of such a leader. 
To be sure we hardly expect to raise up 
a modern “Moses” among these young 
girls, but the very thinking of what God 
has done through such a man will make 
larger faith in the souls of your girls, 
wherever God may put them. ; 

Before you begin to plan your teaching 
of these lessons give 4 thorough reread- 
ing to Moses’ own books — especially 
Exodus and Deuteronomy. This latter 
book reveals the spirit and heart of 
Moses at the height of his greatness, a 
sort of unconscious self-drawn character 
sketch. But read, each week, in addition 
to the lesson passage assigned, the two 
New Testament passages referred to 
above: Acts 7: 20-40 and Hebrews I1: 
24-29. Here is the light of Scripture 
upon Scripture; here we find more than 
one significant phrase which are like keys 
to the secret of the making of such a 
leader: God’s own words as to the why 
and how of such a life. 

You will note the two key words chosen 
for the general theme of. these lesson 
helps, “Choosing” and “Enduring” 
(above), each and always “by Faith,” 
as is written of Moses in Hebrews 11: 
24, 25, and 27. Let us watch each lesson 
for the evidences and results of such 
choosing and enduring, as our central ob- 
jective in all these lessons. 

In this lesson we find first of all the 
choosing and enduring of his parents, es- 
pecially his wonderful mother, who might 
so naturally have thought most of her- 
self in trying to keep her beautiful baby 
with her rather than spare him for such 
education and training as he would be 
given as “the son of Pharaoh’s daughter,” 
“in all the wisdom of the Egyptians.” 
Though his father is not so mentioned 
he must have been the head of his house 
in true Israelite fashion, and: ‘so must 
have concurred in releasing his son for 
training at the king’s court (Acts 7:20). 
With parents of such ingenuity and cour- 
age plus a self-denying love for their 
child rather than for themselves in the

Then they felt he was getting too big 
to hide any longer, so they thought of a 
plan by which they hoped he might pos- 
sibly be saved, and how they must have 
prayed to God about it! First they got 
some bulrushes and made a basket cradle 
and smeared it all over with mud and 
tar on the outside, to make it water- 
tight. When it was all ready, they put 
the tiny baby into it, and took it down 
to the River Nile and placed it among 
the bulrushes that grew at the side. 

Then Miriam, the baby’s sister, hid 
herself some way off where she could 
watch and see what happened. She loved 
her baby brother, but even she dittle re- 
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alized how much hung on that baby’s 
life, for in the River Nile lay the destiny 
of a great nation. 

Let us repeat our Memory Verse, “The 
Lord is thy keeper.” Miriam was watch- 
ing over her baby brother, but could she 
prevent any harm coming to him? No, 
she was powerless. But Some One else 
was watching over him, too, and that 
Some One was all-powerful, for it was 
God. Now, just listen to what happened. 

Pharaoh’s daughter came along to bathe 
in the river. Hark! what was that sound? 
And what is that basket there among the 
bulrushes? The sound seenied to come 
from it! “Go and fetch it that we may 
look inside, and see what it is,” she said 
to one of her ladies-in-waiting. So out 
it was pulled, and when the lid was re- 
moved —1lo! there was one of the love- 
liest babies, and the poor little darling 
was crying! 

Pharaoh’s daughter just loved it at 
once, and guessing that its mother was 
trying to save it from being killed, she 
decided to take it as her own baby. Mean- 
while Miriam had come closer and closer, 
and now she asked Pharaoh’s daughter 
if she might get her a nurse to look after 
the baby, and when she said, “Yes,” Mir- 
iam just ran home as fast as she could 
and called her own mother. Wasn’t that 
lovely ?. It sounds like a fairy tale, doesn’t 
it? but it’s all true. 

Pharaoh’s daughter called the baby 
Moses; and though he was brought up as 
her son, God arranged that his own 
mother should train him. From her he 
learned to know and love the true God, 
so he knew that the worship of idols was 
wrong. He was trained in the true faith 
as a child and never turned back. 

Show how useless are man’s plans with- 
out God, and how he makes even the 
wrath of ‘man to praise him, for Egypt 
trained the deliverer of Israel.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 

Beginning: Born. 

Discussion: Let the fellows tell of the 
narrow escapes they have had, sickness 
or accidents, hospital experiences. And 
all for what? 

Objective: Recognizing a divinely plan- 
ned destiny. 











AY, fellows, thrilling as Moses’ ca- 
reer was, it holds no special interest for 
you and me unless it has a bearing upon 
your life and mine. Happily it does. 
There is a shaft of light coming down 
through the thirty-two centuries from 
Moses, focussing today upon your situa- 
tion and mine, if we want to use it; and 
I am sure we want all the light we can 
get. 
First of all, Moses was a baby born in 
a place he did not choose (and doubt- 
Jess would not have chosen!) and under 
circumstances he did not arrange. But 
God chose for him the time, the place, 
and the circumstances. Moreover, God 
placed around him the protecting wall of 
his providences, and led him, step by step. 
You and I, too, were born at a time, 
in a place, and under circumstances we 
did not choose. Our lives have been 
remarkably, if not miraculously, pre- 
served. It is amazing what perils a help- 
less babe passes through. Doubtless, you 
can remember some, yourself, since you 
were four or five years old. I know, in my 
own case, of being very close to death a 
pumber of times; why, I have been 
drowned twice, past consciousness, and 
resuscitated — once at ten years of age 
and again at eighteen. 
The point is: we have been kept safely, 





up to the present; and the question will 
occur to any serious thinker: what for? 
Perhaps you do not know yet — what for. 
God does not always give an early indi- 
cation of his purpose in a life he has 
launched. Moses did not learn until he 
was eighty years old; but men lived 
longer then than they do now. At forty 
he was fleeing from Egypt because he 
had killed an Egyptian. We learn more 
about how Moses got his “call” in next 
week’s lesson. But it often happens in 
these times that a fellow receives even 
in his teens a very decided “lead” as to 
what God wants him to do with his life. 
However, that does not so much matter. 
The thing of greatest importance is that 
a fellow realize right now that God has 
kept him through the perils of his baby- 
hood and the often greater perils of his 
youth — for a purpose. A divine purpose. 
Not necessarily that he is to be a preacher 
or a missionary; possibly he is to be a 
merchant or a professional man, but that 
something he is to be is already known 
in the mind of God. Whatever he is to 
be, it is for the glory of God; and what- 
ever is for the glory of God in a life is 
for that life’s best happiness. 

Now, fellows, time’s up; but get this: 
if you want your life to be built accord- 
ing to the Great Architect’s plan, just be 
patient until he makes it clear to you. 
Do not run before him; but keep contact. 
Make it your rule to keep in daily con- 
tact with him. You can do that. I would 
be loyal to that, at all hazards. Let noth- 
ing separate you from your Guide. If 
you can be loyal to at least one thing — 
say, the morning watch, reading some 
part of God’s Word each day and lifting 
up your heart and bowing your will in 
submission to him — that loyalty will ex- 
tend itself in steadfastness to all other 
worthy activities of your life,

Southwest Bible 
and Missionary Conference

HE foundation of the Southwest Bible 

and Missionary Conference is the mis- 
sionary enterprise of all Protestant bodies 
among Indians in New Mexico, Arizona, 
and California. 

Thirty years ago a little pioneer group 
of these missionaries met for a day of 
mutual counsel and prayer. 

The next year the time was extended to 
three days, and now practically two weeks 
is taken for a varied program of fellow- 
ship and instruction. 

Last year, beside the hundreds of white 
people, about two hundred Indians, some 
of them direct from heathenism, attended 
the conference, 

Fourteen denominations were repre- 
sented as well as nine tribes of Indians. 
The Conference is held on its own 
grounds, sixty-two acres, three miles east 
of Flagstaff, Ariz., on the National High- 
way. This is an ideal beauty spot; in 
the pines, seven thousand feet above sea 
level at the foot of Mt. Eldon, which 
towers nine thousand feet above sea level. 
The San Francisco Peaks loom twelve 
miles. away, over twelve thousand feet 
above sea level. 

The Conference this year, August 2-14, 
has for one of its speakers Dr. Charles 
G. Trumbull, Editor of THe Sunpay 
ScHoot Times. Among others who will 
take part are Dr. Buswell, President of 
Wheaton College; Dr. Henry. Shultze, 
Professor of Systematic Theology, Cal- 
vin College; John Everington, who will 
lecture with his own pictures on “The 
Land Where Jesus Lived.” The Wheaton 
College Quintette will furnish delightful 
music.

God’s Word has much to say about de- 
liverance from such bondage.

Here again we need to recognize that 
the freedom that God offers us through 
the Lord Jesus Christ is not an absolute 
freedom.
